To Be Misunderstood 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


So often if one makes a 
remark that is less than fav- 
orable ‘toward the President, 
he is accused by some as being 
against the President. 

Renown syndicated column- 
ist William Randolph Hearst, 
in his May 5th column, ex- 
pressed dismay at the lack 
of moral tone in the Watergate 
tapes released by President 
Nixon and declared that im- 
peachment seems inevitable. 

In words that closely par- 
allel my own thinking, Hearst, 
in his May 19th column ad- 
dressed himself to the vocal 
minority that “seems to have 
completely misunderstood my 
words. They seem to think I 
have deserted the President 
and want him removed.” 

Hearst continued: 

This is absolutely not the 
case, I have not turned on him. 
To the contrary, I think he 
has done an excellent job at 
home on many fronts, but ex- 
pecially in international di- 
plomacy. I was simply appalled 
at those tapes and had to say 
so. 

The probability of impeach- 
ment was mentioned because 
it IS probable and from the 
public standpoint desirable. In 
my opinion an impeachment 
by the House -- an indictment 
which is a far ery from con- 
viction by the Senate -- at this 
stage would be the best possi- 
ble way of ending the Water- 
gate furor once and for all. 
Either Mr.Nixon is guilty or 
he’s, not -- and I, for one, 
don't believe he is. 

Above all, I was shocked 
by letters accusing me cfteam- 
ing up with the forces trying 
to get the President's scalp, 
those which have been hound- 
ing him in a deliberate attempt 
to topple him at almost any 
cost. There are such forces, 
beyond question. But I deplor< 


and condemn them for dis- 
guising their personal political 
machinations as public interest 
jounalism. 

A particularly raw example 
of the lengths to which some 
people will go to poison public 
opinion against the President 
occurred this week. It was 
the scurrilous story involving 
the gift of jewels to Mrs. Nix- 
on by Saudi Arabian royalty, 
written by Washington Post col- 
umnist Maxine Cheshire. 

Ms. Cheshire worked on 
the story for months. Its es- 
sential facts are indisputed -- 
that some of the jewelry had 
been worn for as long as two 
years without being physically 
examined and recorded in detail 
by the White House unit which 
keeps a listing of all such 
public-property gifts. 

What is despicable about 
the story is its implication of 
wrong-doing. The clear sug- 
gestion to the reader was that 
the Nixons were trying to get 
away with something. There 
was no mention of the fact 
that the President had written 
a letter of thanks to the Saudi 
Arabians two vears ago and 
that a copy had been filed 
with the gift unit. 

What is especially despi- 
cable is that the story, ob- 
viously intended to embarrass 
the President, also threw a 
shadow on his wife, Pat, as 
fine and gracious a lady as I 
have ever known. She took it 
in stride with the comment: 
That story is for the. birds. 

It sure was-- for the kind 
of anti-Nixon vultures you'll 
never catch me teaming up with 
in their attempts to bring down 
President Nixon. 


About all I can add to what 
Mr. Hearst has so eloquently 
written is Amen! 
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lion.

This 
may be true, all a part of the 
Soviet mystique and interna- 
tional games-manship _ of 
easing tensions here and tight- 
ening the reigns there. Be 
that as it may. The fact re- 
mains that a visit to Russia 
in the spring of 1974 is an 
engaging, enlightening and 
pleasant experience. 

I traveled with a small 


‘froup of ‘journalists and ob- 


servers from the National 


Press Club of Washington, D. 


C. Although we traveled as a 
group, we were free to move 
on our own. There were no 
restrictions. I think it safe 
to say that none of us became 
instant Russian experts, but 
we did have the opportunity 
to observe, to question, to 
talk, to see, to analyze--and 
to draw conclusions and form 
impressions. 

The Russian journey be- 
gins and ends with Intourist, 


a sort of travel agency, hotel 


booker, and all-around ar- 
ranger of accomodations inthe 
Soviet Union. To the foreigner, 
Intourist is personified by a 
highly intelligent, articulate 
and attractive young Russian 
‘woman. She is a guide, an in- 
terpreter, tour lecturer, and 


_ information bureau. She opens 


the doors and paves the way. 


.Our group had a head guide 


from Moscow whotraveled with 
us for the entire trip. She was 
joined in each city by a local 
girl who was an expert on her 
own region. All the girls are 
university graduates with de- 
grees, probably, in foreign af- 
fairs and diplomacy. Best of 
the lot was a winsome and 
beautiful young woman in Len- 
ingrad. Her name is Miss 
“wene Privosheina.

eum and Russia’s window to 
the sea. Built by Peter the 
Great and called St. Peters- 
burg in his honor, the city 
has undergone two name 
changes and a 900-day siege 
by the Germans in World War 
Il. Although Leningrad’s epic 
defense and survival is tlassic 
today, there are few signs of 
the struggle. By contrast, re- 
minders of the Revolution are 
everywhere. The Cruiser Au- 
rora, which fired the first shot 
and set off the attack on the 
Winter Palace, is enshrined 
in the Neva. The Winter Pal- 
ace itself, a great green and 
white architectural gem, is 
the key building forming the 
Hermitage, truly, one of the 
world’s most celebrated mu- 
seums. Statues and pictures 
of Lenin are everywhere in 
Leningrad and throughout Rus- 
is. It is only truthful to say 
that Lenin is venerated as a 
god and his deeds and teach- 
ings are worshipped in Russia. 

Leningrad is an industrial 
city of 4 million people. In 
May, the city’s unforgettable 
white nights were beginning 
with daylight lasting until 10 
and ll at night. A view across 
the Neva on a white night from 
a window in the Leningrad 
Hotel is memory enough to 
last a lifetime. St. Isaac’s 
Cathedral, with one of the 
three tallest domes in the 
world, behind St. Peter’s in 
Rome and London’s St. Paul, 
is now a museum--as are most 
churches in Russia. Some say 
St. Isaac’s is the most beauti- 
ful church in the world. But 
there is more to Leningrad 
than mere aetheticism. Early 
one morning I watched anentire 
train load of yellow tractors, 
made in Leningrad, leave for 
the Ukraine. 

At the Moscow Press Club 
we held a joint news conference 
with top editors from Tass, 
Pravda, Izvestia, New Times 
and Russian Central Televi- 
sion. They asked good ques- 
tions on Watergate but were 
extremely careful to cast no 
reflections, voice no opinions. 
They were interested in Water- 
gate and knowledgeable, that’s 
all. On the Alexander Solzhen 
itsyn affair, they were out- 
spoken and critical. They said 
he has harshly and unfairly 
criticized the Soviet Union’s 
system, that he had not been 
punished in any way, that he 
was allowed to leave the 
country with his family--and 
they were glad to be ridofhim 

We were in Moscow on May 
9, the anniversary of VE Day 
There was a3-day celebration, 
centered mostly in Red Square 
which borders the Kremlinand 
Lenin’s Tomb. The Red Army 
was everywhere. Veterans 
paraded. Long red banners and 
backdrops bearing huge pic- 


tures of Lenin hung from the 
buildings and long double lines 
of Russian people waited all 
night for a glimpse of his re- 


mains in the black marble 
Tomb there by the high Krem- 
lin Wall. Between the Tomb 
and the Wall, Stalin and other 
falled Soviet leaders lay bur- 
ied, along with the American 
John Reed. At midnight I wat- 
ched the Changing of the 
Guard at the Tomb. There 
in the moonlight, on the an- 
niversary of VE-Day, it 
seemed incongruous to see the 
Russian guards using the Ger- 
man goose step. Behind the 
high red brick Wall, built in 
the 15th century, is the Krem- 
lin-several square miles of 
landscaped grounds, palaces, 
churches’ (museums), the seat 
of Soviet government, the mod- 
ernistic Palace of Congress 
and numerous other buildings, 
old and new. 

Russians have always liked 
the theater. Now the ballet, 
opera, drama and concerts are 
flourishing as never before. 
At the Palace of Congress, 
we saw the Bolshoi Ballet pre- 
sent a brilliant production of 
Swan Lake and in Leningrad 
a young performer danced the 
most persuasive and forceful 
Basil in Don Quixote that I 
have ever seen. Later, back- 
stage, I learned that his name 
is Guljalev and he is considered 
an eventual successor to the 
departed Rudolf Nureyev. 

The Russians have restored 
many of the former palaces of 
the Czars in authentic detail 
and lavish splendor. In the 
Kremlin, distinguished

Late on my last night in 
Russia I left the hotel alone 
and found a small bar. The 
language is difficult in Russia 
but somebody canalways speak 
a little English, French or Ger- 
man. I visited for an hour or 
so as | left one of the Russians 
made a short speech. Freely 
translated, he said, “Friend- 
ship with United States and 
Soviet Union will be stronger 
in future and everywhere and 
every day and now too.”

I talked with Bill Ray, dir- 
ector of the Farmers Home 
Administration, a few days ago. 
Certain things are happening in 
his department which will in- 
terest farmers and also off- 
icials in small cities. For 
example, their loan program 
for moderate income housing 
has been raised from an ad- 
justed family income of $8,700 
to $10,300. I believe this will 
make more people eligible for 
those loans. Inadditiontothis, 
eligible families can now bor- 
row up to $7,000 for 25 years 
to make home repairs. Interest 
rates are based on family in- 
conte. 

In addition to this, the 
Farmers Home Administration 
had their grant money for rural 
water and waste disposal sys- 
tems increased by $120 million 
for FY 1974. Many communit- 
ies were not able to finance 
these by loan only. FY 1974 
will end in about a month. 
Efforts are being made to carry 
this money over to FY 1975. 
Work is also being done to have 
the grant percentage raised 
from 25% to 50% of the total 
cost.

would run, I could not control 
the drift of the boat. We 
Started getting out intodeeper, 
choppier water. Of course, 
we had an anchor with us and 
dropped it over, but the line 
was too short to reach the bot- 
tom. So we were caught drift- 
ing on out into the deeper and 
rougher water all of the time. 
This was a little bit frighten- 
ing to me. 

I guess a lot of folks get 
caught at one time or another 
in situations like this and even 
worse. We finally made our 
way back in with the one pad- 
dle we had with us. But this 
experience taught me several 
lessons. (1) Always wear life 
jackets. (2) Keep a tool kit 
in the boat. (3) Be sure your 
anchor rope is long enough.

BREADS 

Bread is a generous gift of 
nature; a food that can be re- 
placed by no other. When we 
feel sick, our appetite for 
bread deserts us last of all, 
and the moment we recover the 
appetite, we have shown a symp- 
ptom of recovery. Bread is sui- 
able to every time of day, ev- 
ery age of life, and every temp- 
erament. It improves other 
foods and is the father of good 
and bad digestion 

Breadmaking gives many 
creative satisfactions. Few 
homemaking skills produce 
more compliments or give a 
greater sense of accomplish- 


ment. For a venture into in- 
ternational foods, there is a 
wealth of distinctive foreign 


breads which help establish 
mood and menu, both quickly 
and satisfactorily. Breads can 
help make an ordinary family 
meal a festive occasion or 
transform a party into a gala 
affair. 

However, before we take a 
look at the various breads the 
world has to offer, it is nec- 
essary to become acquainted 
with a tew basic facts about 
yeast bread. 

Flour, liquid - either milk 
or water - salt, and yeast are 
the essential ingredients nec- 
essary for making all kinds of 
yeast breads. Sugar and fat 
are also usually used; and eggs 
fruits, nuts, and other flavor- 
ings are included in the fanc- 
ier type of breads. 

There are three types of 
yeast breads; namely, plain 
and fancy breads, plain and 
fancy rolls, and yeast-raised 
doughnuts. Plain breads are 
white, whole-wheat, rye bread, 
while fancy breads include rai- 
sin breads, coffee cakes, tea 
rings, cinnamon buns, and 
crumb cakes. Plain rolls are 
similar to plain bread, and 
fancy rolls are make from a 
sweet yeast dough and maybe 
variously flavored yeast. 
Raised doughnuts are fried in 
deep hot, fat, whereas the ot- 
her yeast -raised products are 
baked 

The main purpose of yeast 
breads in the human diet is 
to supply energy through car- 
bohydrates present in the pro- 
duct, but they also supply im- 
portant sources of protein, iron 
and the B Vitamin trio-- thi- 
amine, niacin, and riboflavin. 

Yeast breads have various 
uses. For example, at break- 
fast, buttered toast and mar- 
malade, hot rolls, and coffee 
cakes are yeast bread favor- 

‘ites. Then at lunch , hot fresh 
rolls add enjoyment to a salad; 
or sandwiches with a bowl of 
soup make a good cold-weather 
lunch, while at dinner plain 
bread or rolls are always ac- 
ceptable. Yeast breads may 
also be used in the preparation 
of snacks, desserts, and party 
refreshments. 

The history of bread began 
abdut 2600 B.C. in the fertile 
valleys of the Middle East. 
After the Egyptians discovered 
the secret of leaven and in- 
vented the oven, the Greeks 
improved the art and passed 
it on to the Romans. Soon the 
art of bread-making spreadall 
over Europe. Since then, bread 
making has become a world- 
wide activity and most every 
country has developed a favo- 
rite bread for which it is known,

Healthy nerves are fully as 
necessary in a man. Yet I 
choose to address this chapter 
directly to you women, although 
what I say to you holds equally 
good for the nervous system in 
past-40 male bodies. 

A planned diet can give you 
the healthy nerves so vital to 
the charm and poise of a lovely 
woman. Notice, please, that I 
said a planned diet, and not a 
“starvation” diet, The nervous 
system that is starved of pro- 
tein and fat has no other choice 
except to become “‘jittery.”’ 

An indifferent diet, or a star- 
vation reducing diet that neg- 
lects protein and natural fats, is 
a diet designed to give you the 
unwelcome gift of jangled 
nerves. 


IMPORTANT INFLUENCE 


Diet has a direct, and very 
important influence on your 
nerves and your disposition. 
Elimination of an important 
high-protein food from your diet, 
for no reason other than it has 
“too many calories,’’ means de- 
priving your body of several vi- 
tally necessary food elements, 

To illustrate; the high protein 
and natural-fat foods such as 
cheese, milk, meat, eggs, and 
seed cereals are also rich 
sources of thiamine (vitamin 
B-1), known to nutritional sci- 
ence as the “nerve vitamin.” 

The older you grow, the more 
thiamine your body needs. 

If your nervous symptoms in- 
dicate the need of extra thia- 
mine in your diet, by all means 
use a thiamine concentrate, but 
under no circumstances neglect 
the foods rich in the B-vitamins. 
Your body is unable to store 
large amounts of thiamine, so 
ample quantities of this vitamin 
must be supplied in the every- 
day diet. 

We also have learned that 
when vitamin A is scarce enough 
in the diet to cause nutritional 
eye disorders, an accompanying 
symptom is a nervousness and

When 
too little iodine is obtained 
through your meals, the bone 
marrow (the red blood cell fac- 
tory) cannot produce enough red 
corpuscles, even though both 
iron and copper are plentiful in 
the list of minerals essential for 
“feeding” the blood. 


Although men can become 
anemic the same as women for 
lack of these food elements in 
their diets, women are far more 
susceptible to anemia than men. 
The reason for this is largely 
attributable to their periodic 
loss of blood without restoring 
the valuable supplies of body 
iron lost each month. 

Again the problem of digestion 
enters the picture, especially for

Meat contains lots of iron, yet 
not all of it is available for use 
in the body, For instance, your 
body can absorb no more than 
50 percent of the iron contain- 
ed in muscle meats such as lean 
beef and lamb; 70 percent of 
the iron in liver (in spite of the 
fact that liver produces more 
hemoglobin than any other 
known food); and 80 percent 
from heart

are not excellent sources of 
iron, for they most certainty 
ire. What it does mean is that 
you cannot count on assimi- 
lating all the iron contained in 
meats—even though the pub- 
lished food charts may look 
very impressive to you!

The government called it a 
Land Utilization Project, but 
the workers called it Bear

The area being referred 
to is 32,251 acres of partly 
depleted land in the western 
part of Dale County and the 
eastern part of Coffee County 
Or what is better known today 
as the northern half of Ft

In 1935 the Federal Govern 
ment created the Pea River 
Cooperative Land Utilization 
Area, buying the 32,251 acres 
of land from local land owners 
for $7.46 per acre 

In an effort to alleviate 
unemployment during the De 
pression torn years, President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's New 
Deal and the Works Pro- 
gress Administration (WPA) 
hired workers in 1986 to tr 
ansform the land into a wild 
life reservation.

SHOTGUN WAS TIED TO BEDPOST 


Man Found Days 
AfterShooting Death 


About midnight last Satur- 
day night relatives of Ezykel 
Robinson arrived at his home 
and found him dead of an ap- 
parent self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. He had been dead sev- 
eral days when discovered 

Robinson had been living 
alone for the past several 
months. Reportedly he and 
his wife were separated and 
She is living in Montgomery. 
The home is on a farm on 
the right side of the Elba- 
Brantley highway, near the 
Crenshaw County line. 

Coronor Charles Hayes, III 
ruled that Robinson had tied 
the trigger of his shotgun to 
a bedpost and gripping the 
barrel, snatched the weapon, 
shooting himself in the chest, 
just to the left of his heart. 
However the concussion from 
the shot exploding into his 
body apparently ruptured the 


heart. 

A television set inthe room 
was still turned on when the 
body was found. 

First reports reaching the 
Elba Police Department indi- 
cated the man had just shot 
himself and a unit of the Elba 
Rescue Squad rushed to the 
scene, However, whentheres- 
cue volunteers discovered the 
situation they returned to Elba 
after assisting investigating 
officers where necessary. 

Among those investigating 
the shooting with Corornor 
Hayes were Deputy Sheriffs 
Ray Norris and Dennis Hobbs; 
Highway Patrolman Ronnie 
Whitworth; Elba Policemen 
Hart, Armstrong and Ross, A 
representative of the State 
Toxologist office also sur- 
veyed the scene before the 
body was removed by a local 
funeral home.
